Evans, whoissponsored by Adidas, trains
everyone from children to senior citizensthe
skillsarunner hasto achieve to makeit pro.
He'sontrack to beginaMini Track and Field
Camp during the summer, whichwill runfrom
July 16 through Aug. 17 at Barnes Field
House. Oncethe campisover Evansishold-
ing atrack meet at Bujalski Field that will be
open to the public on Aug. 18.

Evans' intent is to hone the skills of be-
ginning athletes and make them into stars.

Knownto friendsand family asMatt Shafer, Uncle Kracker
isthe man behind the turntablesin Kid Rock's Twisted Brown
Trucker band. Now this kickin' DJis ready to step out from
behind the decks to take a well-earned piece of spotlight for
himsdif.

Produced by Kid Rock, hisownself, and engineered by Mike
Bradford (knownfor hiswork with Madonna, AnitaBaker, and
New Radicals), DOUBLE WIDE is the first non-Kid Rock
record to bereleased on the American Bad Boy’sown Top Dog/
LavalAtlanticimprint.

Thelaidback Yinto Kid'sthunderous metal Yang, Kracker
serves up atasty serving of funky Detroit rock ‘n roll stew,
blended with Motown, country, southern rock, and hip-hop, topped
off withthe DJMC'sown flowing, loose-limbed, story-telling
raps. Withirresistibletrackslike the pop-alicious"Yeah Yeah
Yeah" (currently featured in the new Jackie Chan flick, Shang-
hai Noon) or theanthemic"You Can't Take Me," who wouldn't
want to hitch upto thisDOUBLE WIDE?

A 13-year-old Kracker first hooked up with the young man
whowould beKid Rock back in 1987. Thetwo met at aClawson,
Michigan nightspot called Daytona's, where Rock was spinning
inan all-agesDJcompetition.

“He and my brother were competing against each other,"
Kracker recalls. "They becamefriends after that, but then me
and him became best friends. | wasjust rappin’ back then and
hewould record me.”

When Kid Rock released hisdebut album, GRITS SAND-
WICHESFOR BREAKFAST, in 1991, heinvited Kracker to
join hisband asDJ. Theonly problem was, the fledging rapper
had no clue how to work the turntables.

“1 didn't know how to scratch recordsor anything,” Kracker
laughs, "but | was cost efficient. | pretty much learned by play-
ing at shows. | never set up in my bedroom and practiced —my
parentswould freak if | turned it up. We did showsand it was
do-or-die. I'd either messit up or | would look pretty good.”

Needless to say, Kracker learned his trade well and soon
became amaster at the wheels of steel.

Sincethen, hehas served asbest friend and musical foil toKid
Rock, co-writing and performing songson all of Rock'srecords,
including themega-platinum DEVIL WITHOUT A CAUSE.
Indeed, it was the success of that record that enabled Uncle
Kracker tofulfill hislong-in-the-works solo debuit.

“I've aways wanted to do my own thing," Kracker says,
“and being with Kid Rock, that isagreat outlet for me. Y 'know,
two heads are better than one. We write together, we play to-
gether. But we've always had aplan, to branch out and keep it
al inthefamily. After ‘DEVIL..." happened, it was the right
timefor meto do my record.”

DOUBLE WIDE wasrecorded at the back of the tour bus
during Rock'scross-country trekswith Limp Bizkit and Metalica
With all thewell-documented hijinks and antics of aKid Rock
tour, it'sawonder that Kracker was ableto stay focused on the
job of making music.

“It wasonebig distraction, that'sfor sure,” helaughs. "Be-
tween showsand rehearsal sand photo shootsand interviews. ..
not to mention the stuff that goes on the bus! But it kept me
sober, because| knew therewas something that had to bedone.”

“It'shard torecord while ontheroad, though, " Kracker adds.
“Especially having Kid Rock asproducer, he'sgot so many other
things happening. He'sdoing remixesand movie soundtracksin
between photo shootsand gigsand rehearsals, it'scrazy. It prob-
ably took only three monthsto makemy record, only it wasover
the course of ayear.”

Asthe bus cruised the highways and byways of America,
Kid Rock and the membersof Twisted Brown Trucker —includ-
ing keyboardist Jimmie Bones, guitarists Kenny Olson and Ja
son Krause, and drummer Stefanie Eulinberg—all paid visitsto
the makeshift studio in order to contribute music to DOUBLE
WIDE.

“Wedidn't change much,” Kracker says. “Wejust playedin
my style instead of Kid Rock's. It doesn't have ‘Kid Rock Jr.'
writtenall over it. | sothink that we'veall grown up alittlebit
and gotten better, just by being ontheroad.”

In addition, the Kid himself stepped up tothe mic for aguest
appearance, dropping one of histrademark rapson “Heaven.”

“Something inssidemesaid ‘ no cameos, but it'skind of un-
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avoidable,” Kracker saysof Rock'srhyming.

“To not have him on therecord, that'd just be stupid.”

Asyou'd expect from two longtimefriends, both Kracker
and Kid Rock sharesimilar musical tastes, fromRunDMC's
old school hip hop and radio rock heroeslike Lynyrd Skynyrd
and Bob Seger, to classic 70'sfunk such asthe Commodores,
and country-and-western outlawslike George Jonesand Hank
WilliamsJr. DOUBL E WIDE festures el even tracks co-writ-
ten by Kid and Kracker, including the soulful scomper, “What
'‘ChuLookin' At?’ (alsoincluded on the soundtrack to Mission
Impossible 2), and the spaghetti-western groove of “ Aces &
8's.”

“1 made it apoint to write new songs,” Kracker says. “|
didn't want to dig. That's always been athing for me, even
recording demos, to never dig up stuff that | had written be-
fore. Same with Kid Rock. We've always had this motto: if
you can write something good today, you can write something
good tomorrow.”

Considering the circumstances surrounding the making of
therecord, poignant pop songssuch as"You Can't TakeMe"
and "Better Days" arefraught with the yearning emotions of
life on the road, aworld of hotel bars, fast food, and hours
spent at aMonopoly board, aworld wherefamily and friends
get further away with each passing mile.

“It'snot RUNNING ON EMPTY,'y'know,” Kracker grins.
“But yeah, it's alonesome record. You get on the road and
you start listening to songslike* Turn The Page' and stuff like
that. You don't feel sorry for yourself, but at the sametime,
you can't wait to get back home.”

“We never really had atimeto settle down and appreciate
it,” he says of Kid Rock & Company's explosive success.
“Everything wasgradua . Accommodationsgradually got bet-
ter, thevenuesgradualy got bigger. Wenever had atimewhere
we went on tour, played the chitlin circuit, went home, and
then went out again and did clubs and then went home. We
werejust constantly ontheroad, for what, 21 months?’

“My record deal was squeezed in the middle so the only
way we could record it was being on the back of abus. By the
timeit wound down, | wasjust glad to be donewith every-
thing | had to get done and go homefor aminuteand bewith
my daughter.”

LongtimeKid Rock headshave been familiar with Kracker
by hissingular nickname. Alas, dueto somelegal issues, the
DJwasforced to add the avuncular prefix to hismoniker in
themidst of cutting DOUBLE WIDE.

“I've been Kracker for tenyears,” he says, “and when we
got the word that | couldn't use it, people suggested ‘DJ
Kracker' or ‘“MC Kracker," and | just couldn't do that. One
day ontheKid Rock tour, | got sick, | don't know what | had,
but I went home and missed two or three dates.

“Then | was going to meet up with the band in New Or-
leansbut | got jacked around with my flightsand ended upin
Nashville. | had something likethreelayoverstryingto get to
New Orleansfrom Detroit!

“So | wasinthe Nashvilleairport and they'vegot al these
postersof country artists: Hank Williamsand Chet Atkinsand
soon. And| seethisposter —it was Uncle Dave Macon—and
| thought, why not UncleKracker?1t soundskind of wierd, or
like the kids came home and hey, Mom's got a new boy-
friend...”

Current planscal for UncleKracker to take Twisted Brown
Trucker out ontheroad —just assoon asKid Rock's summer
stadium tour with Metallicafinishesup.

Rather than trying to recreate the mad and manic Kid Rock
stageshow, Kracker intends to use his tour to show off the
band's considerable chops.

“We'regoing to strip everything down,” hesays, “bringit
back to just themusic.”

Andit'sthemusic of UncleKracker that'salready turning
heads some heads around. DOUBLE WIDE has drawn a
number of early raves from the hard-to-please rock media,
including Alternative Press, who declared it “ astellar debut
disc of campfireblues-groove hip hop.”

Revolver'sAndy Langer hailed Uncle Kracker's* blend of
blunted hip-hop and mel odic pop,” noting that the album “may
be even more immediately radio accessible than DEVIL
WITHOUT A CAUSE.”

Strong talk, but with Kracker'sstylin' and profilin' sound, it
won't belong before everyoneiscrying Uncle!

QUARTZ LAKE, Alaska (June 25, 2001) — Inwhat is
atest of physica strength aswell asmental stamina, the Armed
ForcesEco-Challengerace officialy ended Tuesday. Air Force
Team Speedy Mail had just conquered a 150-mile adventure
race over rugged Alaskanterrain and frigid riversin 61 hours,
7 minutes. Total sleep time: 30 minutes. Team Army CIOR
Pentathlon trudged into checkpoint 21 in second place, 30
minutes after Team Speedy Mail |eft the site.

First place...

The sound of the hovering chopper indicated that thelead
team was nearing thefinishline.

At 1:07 p.m. Team Speedy Mail rounded the corner and
half-walked, half-jogged to the end with the surrounding crowd
cheering them on. Exhausted, but definitely relieved, thefour-
team members hugged each other.

After afew minutes Bonnie Carroll, race founder, joined
in the emotional moment and congratulated them. “You're
going to New Zealand!” she said. Team member Rebecca
King told the media “because we didn’'t know how far the
team behind us was, we kept pushing ourselves to keep on
going.” They’rereally excited to be representing the Armed
Forces in the New Zealand 2001 Eco-Challenge, but King
saysthat despitetheir win, they have arigoroustraining sched-
ule ahead of them.

The secret to their successis their sense of humor, their
endurance and the fact that the team works really well to-
gether. Now they’ relooking forward to lots of rest and good
food.

They managed theriver crossing with ease, each of them
making it over to the other sidein onetry. Looking strong and
undeterred, all four members grabbed their rafts and picked
up Team Speedy Mail’strail. Team Army CIOR Pentathlon
istruly the Cinderellastory of thisyear’sAFEC. They arethe
dark horsein the race, having made one of the most remark-
able comebacksin Eco-Challenge history.

One of the bikes broke down during the first leg of the
race and in order to keep up their momentum they tried to
reconfigurethe chain into asingle speed bike. Unfortunately
their plan didn’t work. Not willing to give up because of mere
equipment failure, they carried the bike for 20 miles to the

After scaling theimpressive Item Peak
theteams picked up their bikesand rode on
to checkpoint 13 at Black Rapids. From
thereit wasa 3.3 milewalk to where they
had begun the pack rafting section earlierin
the course, and then the competitors cor-
rectly navigated the braided DeltaRiver to
reach check 15.

From that point they had to completethe
trekking leg of the race, which led them
through Mosquito Flats, where bugs and
grasshillockswerethetrekkers worst en-
emy. Oncethey successfully completed the
loop, theteams had to facethefrigid Alas-
kan glacial watersyet again.

With jagged snow-capped mountainsas
their backdrop, the teams made their way
to check point 21 and asof 4:10 am. there
was still no sight of the lead team, Team
Speedy Mail.

At 5:30 am., having only slept for 30
minutesinthelast 52 hoursof racing, Team
Speedy Mail arrived at thefina river cross-
ing for the pack rafting section.

The current was too swift to swim so
the challengewasusing each of their rafts
to crosstheriver without capsizinginto the
icy watersor being swept past checkpoint
21. Twenty minutes|ater theteamfinally
emerged fromtheriver the sameway they
wentintoit: infirst place. But the pressure
was on from second place Team Army
CIOR Pentathlon, who had made a dra-
matic comeback from their bike equipment
problems earlier on in the race. They
threatened Speedy Mail’ stenuous|ead.

“How'sitgoingguys?’ cdled out David
Shuman as he and his team members
trudged along wet, tired but still going
strong. “Can’t talk now, there's another
team coming up behind us!”

They sped past at an amazing pace,
eyesfocused on the ground, onefoot after
another.

They’ vebrokenthebarrier of physica
endurance and right now it seems like
they’ rerunning on automatic pilot.
